The speech squad can look back with pride at the 1967-1968 season because it was one of the better years, 
reminiscent of past achievements. Certain goals were attained, which had not been attained for some time. 

The first of these achievements was once again qualifying students for the nationals. After having quali¬ 
fied continuously from 1954 through 1963, this was the first time that, since the latter year, Sweetwater has 
participants in the nationals which will be held this year at Macalester College, St. Paul, Minnesota. Those 
qualifying were the junior debate team of Sandy Peschon and Richard Brown, with Richard also qualifying 
in boys’ extemporaneous speaking. 

The other achievement was that the squad took the sweepstakes at the San Diego State College Forensic 
Tournament, held annually in December. At this prestige tourney, Sweetwater had not taken sweepstakes since 
1961, even though never finishing less than third in the intervening years. 

There were other highlights too. The squad took sweepstakes at the Southern California National 
Forensic League district tournament, held at Whittier College, for the eleventh time out of fourteen years of 
the district’s existence. For the sixteenth consecutive year we qualified students for the state finals. This is a 
record unmatched by any school in the area. Qualifying were a debate team and six entries in individual events. 
Once more the squad kept alive the record of winning well over one hundred (one hundred and thirty-four to 
be exact) trophies and awards. This consistency speaks well for the school. 

There were more notable achievements by the group. In none of the local forensic tournaments in which 
the sweepstakes were given did they place less than second. These included the Palomar Novice and University 
of San Diego Invitational Tournaments. 

In the Lions’ Club Oratory contest, 
Su-hi participant Ray Wilson 
reached the area finals in which com¬ 
petition he ended with second place. 

Honors were won not only by sen¬ 
ior members of the squad, but also by 
juniors and sophomores. Special rec¬ 
ognition needs to be given to seniors 
Ramon Castillo, Alice Durham, Ray 
Wilson, Debbie Heflin, Susan Amund¬ 
son, and Mary Chambers for their 
consistency in all tournaments; to 
juniors Sandy Peschon, Richard 
Brown, Steve Snilf, Alta Amundson, 
Jackie Palmer; and to sophomores 
Mike Nagy, Bob Hill, Bob Emerson, 
Nancy Hokenson and Del Vogel.

The 1967-68 Devil basketball team closed their season with 
a 101-70 victory giving them a 10-16 record for the year. Team 
statistics reveal the SU-HI varsity scored an average of 64.1 
points per game, shot 39.9% from the field, and hit 55% from 
the foul line. Offensively the Sweetwater roundballers outscored

Although Su-Hi’s showing in the league standings (3rd) 
wasn’t spectacular, we did have one of the finest offensive 
teams in the South Bay area.
